The supervisors looked upon the idea 
of farming out the lighting and heat­ 
ing of the county buildings after in­ 
vesting money in a steam and electric 
plant as boys’ play, and quite aptly one

Three

Citizens Join i 
Orand Haven Company. 


Fred O’l^ourke, the original Ivlon 
dike man of Benton Harbor, Thomas 
Whitney, ex-chief of police, and Fred 
Vandenburg, assistant engineer at the 
water works, will leave for Alaska 
February 15. 


They have joined a company formed 
by seven Grand Haven men. 


He Has Asked 
for a New Trial, 
Not Content With Present 
Favors. 


The suit of the Big Four railroad 
company V8 the city of Benton Harbor 
to collect a tax rebate ot $1,213.78 for 
taxes paid in 1894 and 1895 resulted in 
a victory for the city, and the attorney 
for the city, Charles N. Sears. The 
jury returned a verdict in favor of the 
railroad company at 10:30 last night of 
$403. 


Mr. Sears has applied to the judge 
for a new trial, and if this is refused 
the case will be carried to the supreme 
court. The attorney holds that there 
were errors in the charge of the court 
or that the railroad would not have se­ 
cured the verdict of a cent, except a 
small amount on three lots w^hich are 
mostly under the canal, the tax on 
which is of small account. 


Supervisor John Seel made the as­ 
sessment of the Big Four property that 
was in dispute. The lands were assessed 
“except the right ofway. ”Mr.Seai’s held 
that this was intended by the assessor 
to mean “less the exemption given to 
railroad companies,” but the judge 
ruled that the language was very in­ 
definite and his ruling on the point was 
fav'orable to a decision for the Big 
Four. 


Another point where 
Mr. Sears 
claims an error in the charge of the 
court Is in regard to the 50 feet of land 
near W ater street not leased by the 
railway people. The lots along Water 
street 
are 
125 
feet deep 
and 
the Big Four 
company has leased 
75 feet of these lots of Graham & 
Crawford until 1902. The railroad com­ 
pany agreed to 
pay all taxes 
on 
all improvements made and buildings 
erected and to pay all special assess­ 
ments for the improvement of Water 
street, including sidewalks and the 
like. The assevssor assessed the entire 
125 feet to the railroad and the court 
gave it to the jury to decide if the back 
50 feet of the lots did not receive bene­ 
fit also from the improvement of Water 
street. Mr. Sears contends that as the 
railroad is occupying the land it has 
not leased it is responsible for the 
taxes. 


As the railroad people contended that 
they were entitled to a return of $1,200 
the present verdict is a $800 victory for 
the citv.

W ashington, Jan. 8.—The civil service 
debate continued throughout yesterday 
in the house. All efforts to flx a time 
for its termination failed, and it is cer­ 
tain now ib run over into next week. 
Tho interest in the discussion does not 
*eem to be waning. The debate yester­ 
day was noted for some very vigorous 
declarations of opposition to the whole 
scheme of reform, notably that of Cum­ 
mings of New Yorlc. Farls of Indiana 
was one of the speakers in opposition, 
and Qillette of M assachusetts favored 
the law. 
The latter maintained that 
the argum ents of Orosvenor and Landis 
against the law were both in reality 
strong arraignm ent of the spoils sys­ 
tem. He denied that the scope of tho 
executive order of May 6, 1896, was not 
understood when the St. Louis plat­ 
form was adopted. He commented w it­ 
tily on the spectacle of the 
white- 
haired veteran, Grosvenor, leading the 
young Hotspurs of the party in the 
battle for the spoils, and said it recalled 
to his mind the words Macauley placed 
in the mouth of Henry of Navarre at 
the battle of Ivry. 
CunitiilnirM Fays H is Kespeots to Grosvenor. 


Cummings of New York announced 
himself an Implacable foe of the whole 
system of civil service reform. Roscoe 
Conkling. in his opinion the greatest 
senator New York had ever known, had 
once spoken of the “dreary drivel of 
snivel service reform.” 
He had never 
appreciated it so much as he had dur­ 
ing this day’s debate. 
Cummings said 
the hostility to the system had been 
steadily 
growing. 
“The 
system 
is 
doomed,” said he, ‘‘and one of the fac­ 
tors in its 
destruction is Tammany 
hall.” 
In this connection Cummings 
replied warmly to some of the charges 
of corruption made against Tammany 
hall during the debate. 
“The gentle­ 
man from Ohio,” said he, “rushes on 
here from Columbus, that hot bed of 
political corruption to which he has 
hied himself back, and tells us that 
Tammany hall is corrupt. Think of it? 
denounced as corrupt by a man who 
comes from the state that profited by 
the robbery of 1876.” 


AIm» Takes a Wlinok at Johnson. 


Johnson of Indiana had 
said that 
Tammany hall was the most corrupt 
organization on the face of the earth 
and Johnson came from the state made 
famous by “blocks of five” methods. 
Tammany 
was, 
Cummings 
said, a 
patriotic, liberty-loving society which 
had existed for 109 years. 


Burton of Ohio followed in defense of 
the merit 9>'stem and in the course of 
his remarks paid high tribute to Sec­ 
retary Sherman and the late President 
Hayes, whose records had been assailed 
by Cummings. 


Bartholdt 
took occasion to defend 
Carl Schurz from what he termed the 
slanders heaped upon that gentleman 
by Grosvenor. The 
intimation 
that 
there was a stain upon his personal 
honor was an insult to the German- 
Amerieans, whose confidence Schurz 
had retained for years.

T eller D enies a Newspaper Statem ent and 
W ants a Vigorous Foreign Policy. 


W ashington. Jan. 8.-—The feature of 
the m nate session was a speech deliv­ 
ered by Teller regarding press reports 
that the recent efforts to make it ap­ 
pear that Secretary Gage had tendered 
his resignation as a member of the cab­ 
inet to President McKinley were a part 
of a conspiracy of the silver men to 
disrupt the cabinct and create dissen 
Sion between the president and his ad­ 
visers.' Teller branded the publication 
as an insult to the advocates of the free 
coinage of silver. He was satisfied that 
the president and Secretary Gage were 
in full accord upon the financial ques­ 
tion. Ho attacked the Republican par­ 
ty because it was a party advocating 
the gold standard, and expressed his 
intention of doing all in hla power to de­ 
feat the party in 1900 and to drag the 
present adm inistration from power, be­ 
cause the policy of the party was, In his 
opinion, inimical to the best and high­ 
est Interests of the people of the United 
States. 


He referred in term s of high respect 
to Secretary Gage personally, and ex­ 
pressed his gratification that Gage had 
the courage of his convictions and was 
willing to stand squarely upon his opin­ 
ions. The secretary was, In the opinion 
of Teller, an exception In this respect to 
many other prominent Republicans. 


Chandler said be desired to call the 
attention of the senator from Colorado 
to a m atter which he was evidently over­ 
looking. “The point I make,” said Chan­ 
dler, “Is that the president of the U nit­ 
ed States speaks for himself either 
through state papers or In such other 
m anner as he may deem wise, and he Is 
not be Judged by what his secretary of 
the treasury may say upon any ques­ 
tions. 
Neither is he to be Judged by 
the utterances of the senator from In­ 
diana, made In the full flush of enthus­ 
iasm over his entrance Into the senate 
of the United States, before an audience 
of his constituents in Indianapolis.”

Som e Liiws That Ctompera and H is Col« 
leagues W ould H ave Passed. 


W ashington, Jan. 8.—The legislative 
committee of the American Federation 
of Labor, consisting of President Gom- 
pers, Secretary Morrison and Andrew’ 
Puruseth, by direction of the late con­ 
vention of the federation, held In Nash­ 
ville, has issued an address to the mem­ 
bers of the Fifty-fifth congress. After 
calling attention to the introduction of 
modern machinery, and new business 
methods and the competion of convict 
labor, etc., they recqmmend as follows: 
“1. 
An eight-hour work day on all 
public works, such law to provide that 
all contracts or sub-contracts for m a­ 
terials furnished or w'ork done must 
contain a provision that eight hours 
shall be the maximum labor of any In­ 
dividual in any one calendar day. 


“2. In order to stop the indiscriminate 
and dangerous use of the writ of in­ 
junction we urge the adoption of senate 
bill 35. 


•*.3. In orderto in some degree lessen the 
competition of convict labor we urge 
the adoption of a law to prohibit the 
transportation 
of prison-made goods 
from one state into another state or 
territory. 


“4. We urge the adoption of a rea­ 
sonable law to restrict undesirable im­ 
migration, such law to be based upon 
an education qualification.”

the last words he said. 


Having received extreme unction Just 
before he uttered these words he died 
either Innocent or an awful liar and 
hypocrite. His crimes are well known 
He lured two girls into Emanuel Bap­ 
tist church In San Francisco, ravished 
at least one of them and brutally m ur­ 
dered them both. At any rate that was 
w hat he waif hanged for. This was in 
1894, and It has taken three years to 
hang him. But the people of California 
feel relieved because the event proves 
th at they can hang thugs in this state.

Columbus, O., Jan. 8.—The calling of a 
masB convention of Republicans in this 
city next Monday by the Republican 
state executive committee to protest 
against the attem pt to defeat Hanna 
is claimed by the opposition to be mere­ 
ly a move on the part of the Hanna 
people to intimidate 
the Republican 
members who refuse to vote for H an­ 
na. The calling of the convention has 
been generally indorsed, however, by 
the supporters of Hanna in all parts 
of the state, according to telegrams that 
have been received at the Hanna head­ 
quarters. 
It develops that the Kurtz 
people had decided to take advantage 
of the efforts of certain Republicans to 
throw cold w ater on the ceremonies 
attending the inauguration of Governor 
Bushneil. 
The K urtz people thought 
the disapproval of Governor Bushnell’s 
attitude would keep the Hanna Repub­ 
licans away from the city, and they set 
about to bring a big crowd of Governor 
Bushnell’s friends here. 


Bunhnell's Pictures Are Not Piipular. 
The calling of the mass convention 
will now bring a large crowd of Hanna 
supporters to Columbus. Agents of the 
Kurtz people were endeavoring yester­ 
day to place pictures of the governor 
in the windows of business houses on 
all the principal streets. 
They met 
with considerable opposition, and but 
few pictures appeared. 
Preparations 
are being pushed for the inaugural by 
the local committee, despite the opposi­ 
tion. 
The Inaugural parade will 
be 
made up chiefly of military, as nearly 
all of the political clubs that had de­ 
cided to participate have rescinded their 
action. Some w’eeks ago the Ninth b at­ 
talion of colored troops tendered its 
services as escort to Governor Uushnell 
In the parade, and the governor prompt­ 
ly accepted the tender in recognition of 
the loyalty shown by the colored people 
of the state In the election In the face 
of the fight made against him on ac­ 
count of the Urbana lynching. 


Colored Troops Abandon the Governor. 
Yesterday Major Charles Fillmore, 
commanding ¿he Ninth battalion, sent 
to the governor a letter declining to 
act as personal escort. 
In the letter 
Major Fillmore says: “Some weeks ago 
I voluntarily tendered you the services 
of my command as an escort on the day 
of your Inauguration, but since then 
exigencies have arisen over which I 
have no control. 
Word 
reaches me 
from various parts of the state that if 
my command in particular appears in 
the Inaugural parade It will be recelv'ed 
with jeers, hisses and laughter. I have 
labored too hard to bring my command 
up to the high state of efficiency and 
discipline 
where

humiliated in such a manner. I regret 
very much that such Is the state of 
affairs, but should the services of my 
command be required to defend the 
honor of the state or protect the lives 
uf her citizens, you will not find us 
^altering.”

Vtreproof Sheet Iron Curtalni. 


One of the regulations in certain

This curtain, which 
was enormously heavy, had to be coun- 
terbalanced by massive iron weights, 
jtot so evenly was the weight distributed 
that the screen could bo raised or low­ 
ered instantly by the pressure of a but- 
ton contralling an electro uiagnetic ud* 
justment. The first theater in Europe 
to use the eleetrio iron curtain was the 
Comedie Française, in Paris, and the 
installation was made by an American 
eleetrio company.

Aters the iron curtain is now superseded 
by one of asbestus, which is iniluitely 
less oumbrons and equally ser\icuable.
